My Dear M. Fox: 


My cousin, Mrs. Jefferson, received this morning a telegram from her mother at Newark 
that her step-father — the only father that Mrs. Jefferson has known since early childhood and a 
very dear and loving one to here — was dying. While I hope she may be spared this grief I 
insisted that she must immediately respond to the summons and told her I would myself stop at 
the Mint to explain her absence and have it properly authorized. 


I have been presented by the simple necessities from calling in person so write to you that 
you may kindly take the action necessary to have Mrs. Jefferson reported absent with your 
permission. If her step-father’s death is as imminent as appears from the telegram I presume she 
will remain and accompany the family to the burial place here in Philadelphia.
